U.S. Plane,

Rescue planes began a search 
centering southwest of Dijon, 
where the plane was last heard 
from. 

U. S. Air Force headquarters 
in Wiesbaden Germany, said the 
plane was a C-82 transport carry- 
ing military personnel to the sup- 
ply porteof Bordeaux. There 
were 29 passengers and a crew of 
five aboard. 

At. Clermont-Ferrand, France, 
residents of the Mont Dore area, 
a mountain resort 25 miles away, 
were reported to have heard 
something which might have been 
a plane crash, but the police there 
said they had no confirmation of 
an accident in the area. 

The missing transport was due 
at Bordeaux at about 1 p. m. 

The first planes sent out on 
the search mission reported that 
they could find no trace of it in 
the dusk and darkness Tuesday 
night. 

At first authorities identified 
the plane as an “evacuation plane” 
of the type used to transport mil- 
itary hospital cases. Later this 
report was corrected and authori- 
ties said there were no hospital 
cases aboard. The passengers 
were military personnel, officials 
said, being transferred from Ger- 
many to the big U. S. supply base 
at Bordeaux.

U.S. Grants Near East Growth Fund; 
Truman Would Offset Propaganda

KEY WEST, Fia., Nov. 13— 
President Truman announced 
Tuesday a substantial program of 
American aid to increase the in- 
dustrial and agricultural produc- 
tivity of Israel and the Arab coun- 
tries of the Near East, whose low 
living standards have made their 
people a special target for Com- 
munist propaganda. 

He approved the selection of 
Edwin A. Locke Jr., a vice-presi- 
dent of the Chase National Bank 
of New York City, to co-ordinate 
the program in the vast undevel- 
oped area from Egypt to Pakistan. 

Locke, who held important war 
production posts in the United 
States during World War dI and 
made a major economic study of 
China for the President after- 
wards, will have the personal rank 
of ambassador and will report to 
Secretary of State Acheson. 

The move was announced at the

House Press Secretary Joseph 
Short to underline the Presi- 
dent’s deep interest in lift- 
ing living standards in this 
troubled part of the world, where 
Communist agents have taken ad- 
vantage of new evidences of na- 
tionalistic feelings to promote 
anti-western and anti-capitalist 
sentiments among the hungry and 
homeless. 

The text of Mr. Truman’s state- 
ment was as follows: 

“I have today approved the per- 
sonal rank of ambassador for Mr. 
Edwin A. Locke Jr., who has been 
appointed special representative of 
the Secretary of State to co-ordi- 
nate economic and technical as- 
sistance ih the Near East under 
the Mutual Security Act of 1951. 

“Substantial funds for economic 
and technical assistance in the 
Near East have been made avail- 
able by this act. As a result we 
hope that the economies of these

states will be strengthened and 
that new levels of production in 
both agriculture and industry will 
be attained, bringing great bene- 
fits to the welfare and security of 
all the peoples of this important 
area. 

“T am confident that Mr. Locke’s 
mission will inaugurate a new era 
of friendship and understanding 
between the peoples of the United 
States and the Near East.”

Primary Held Not Election;

Decree May

And Tobacco 


State regulation of milk 
prices was outlawed by Geor- 
gia’s Supreme Court Tuesday 
in a decision which may also 
affect price-fixing of tobacco 


and liquor. 

In a unanimous decision, the 
high tribunal declared that price- 
fixing by the State Milk Control 
Board “is in violation of the due 
process clause of our state con- 
stitution.” 

The ruling reversed a decision 
of a Mitchell County Superior 
Court which had granted Charles 
G. Duncan, Milk Control Board 
chairman, an injunction to re- 
strain J. J. Harris from selling 
milk at prices below those fixed 
by the board for the milk shed 
in that area. 


CHEAPER MILK SEEN 


Harris was out of the state, but 
at Camilla W. B. Tennyson, man- 
ager of Camilla Dairies, hailed the 
decision as one that would mean 


‘more and cheaper milk for Geor- 


gia. Camilla Dairies is one of Har- 
ris’ properties. 

Duncan, contacted in Miami 
where he was attending a conven- 
tion, said he would have no com- 
ment until he could confer with 
Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook. 

Just what far reaching effects 
the Supreme Court decision will 
have could not be immediately 
ascertained, but the ruling out- 
laws all milk price control at re- 
tail and wholesale levels. 

Cook, who was in Chipley for a 
speaking engagement, said he had 
not seen the decision and could 
not comment.

Milk is one of three commodi- 
ties whose prices are regulated 
by the State of Georgia.

Rejecting an attack on the sys- 
tem that charged the primary is 
an integral part of the State’s 
election machinery, the court ruled 
that “nomination by a Democratic 
party in Georgia is not the equiv- 
alent of election.” 

The high tribunal’s ruling was 
the first State court decision on 
the unit system which has with- 
stood previous attacks in Federal 
court. 


The court declared that “a party 
primary merely chooses candidates 
or nominees of a political party to 
be submitted to the entire elec- 
torate in the general election,” and 
pointed out that “the nominee of 
a party primary cannot take the 
oath, occupy, discharge the duties 
of or receive the emoluments of 
the office until his final choice by 
the entire electorate in the gen- 
eral election.” 

The decision also said that the 
“right to participate in such a 
primary does not come within the 
protection of the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Amendments to the Fed- 
eral Constitution,” which govern 
equal protection of the laws. 

Thus the State’s highest tribunal 
threw out attacks on the unit sys- 
tem as brought by W. M. Cox of

As of two days ago, however, 
the Iranian leader had not given 
up hope for direct United States 
assistance to his government. 
Aware of the steady deterriora- 
tion of Iran’s economy as a re- 
sult of the loss of its oil revenues, 
Premier Mossadegh appeared to 
President Truman for financial 
aid. His letter, it was learned,

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South’s Revolt Loses Steam 


At Hot Springs, Ark., the governors are 
in hot political waters. 


They have been warned by Maryland’s 
newly elected Republican governor and by 
Arkansas’ Fair-Dealer governor and Marine 
Corps hero of the Pacific campaigns that the 
Democrats will have to fight to hold the 
South in 1952, especially if General Elisen- 
hower is the GOP nominee. 

Now, to the uninitiated that might sound 
exactly like what most of the Southern gov- 
ernors want—to defeat Harry S. Truman, 
who again has become the personal devil 
responsible for all ills, ailments and tensions. 

But it must be remembered that most of 
the anti-Truman drive comes from the one- 
party states where nomination by the Demo- 
cratic Party is equivalent to election. When 
a fellow is nominated governor by the Demo- 
crats, his wife starts picking out drapes for 
the mansion. 

These Southern revolts, which come 
every four years, have for their purpose one 
thing and one thing only—that is to find a 
way to hold onto strict control of all state 
offices under the one-party system, to retain 
all rights and privileges as a Democrat—and 
yet to be able to oppose the national ticket. 
It’s that—and only that—an effort to find a 
way to oppose the national party and yet 
hold on to everything in the state party.

Now, here of late, there have been a few 
signs which all may read. In 1950 in Pinellas 
County, Florida (St. Petersburg), some 11 
county officials were elected on a Repub- 
lican ticket. Little Rock elected a Repub- 
lican mayor this month. 

A Republican victory in 1952 would not 
at all resemble the 1928 Hoover break-. 
through in six Southern states. That was on 
the issue of prohibition and Catholicism. If 
the Republicans sweep a number of Southern 
states in 1952, it will not mean the immediate 
establishment of a two-party system. But it 
will certainly give a foundation. The inde- 
pendents and the Negro voters—the latter 
tired of being made a whipping boy and 
forced into blocs and then abused for voting 
against those who most condemn them— 
could then become a formidable force. 

So, while dislike of Harry S. Truman is 
as intense as ever, and while hatred of him

This Responsibility 


The administrative heads of the Atlanta 
and Fulton County school systems have 
spelled out the urgent need for $11,000,000 
in new school buildings and équipment. 

Surely no one is surprised. We've seen it 
coming. Drive out from Five Points five to 
10 miles in any direction and look at the 
new houses. Houses mean families; families 
mean children. Children are the material 
which schools turn into reasonable and use- 
ful citizens. 

The supply is greater than the school 
facilities. It is greater than the school offi- 
cials had anticipated. Classrooms are over- 
crowded, double sessions are necessary in 
some schools, there isn’t enough equipment 
to go around in the laboratories, the audi- 
toriums won’t hold the student body for gen- 
eral assembly. 

In brief, we’re caught short on schools. 

The City of Atlanta can borrow most of 
the $6,000,000 it needs from the State School 
Building Authority, once that agency is acti- 
vated. Fulton County is eligible for $1,500,- 
000 from that source. Another $3,500,000 
must come from a bond issue. 

The school superintendents have stated 
the case. The need is there. There is no 
‘alternative to meeting it. We believe in 
children. We believe in educating them. 
Education calls for schools and for the tools 
of instruction. Let's get them.

Building of flood control and navigation 
projects has a way of extending the bene- 
fits far beyond those the original surveys 
anticipated. 

Such a project is the Buford Dam, which 
will form the spearhead for extensive de- 
velopment of flood control and navigation 
projects along the Chattahoochee, Flint and 
Apalachicola Rivers. 

Georgia delegations from Atlanta and 
Columbus were in Apalachicola, Fla., Tues- 
day to champion the Buford and the Jim 
Woodruff dams, two of four now being con- 
sidered in a move to develop the tri-river 
water area. 

In addition to the obvious and needed 
benefits of flood control and navigation, 
which will open inland cities to water trans- 
port and help to prevent erosion and floods, 
the by-product of power production will 
provide a spur to industrial and agricultural 
development of an important segment of the 
Southeast’s economy. In addition, it will 
renew the role of Apalachicola as a leading 
Gulf Coast seaport, serving a large area of 
Georgia and Florida. 

Buford Dam is the key to the entire sys- 
tem. Buford Dam is a must development to 
the economy of a section which has become 
a primary link in the expansion of American 
enterprise to meet the challenge of an ex- 
panding economy in a period of crisis. Its 
value to the City of Atlanta alone will more 
than defray its cost within a few years.

Wagon to a Star 


A judge's charge to a jury can be routine 
or it can resound with a demand for devo- 
tion to duty in one of the fundamental as- 
signments of citizenship. 

The pronouncement for the bench may 
be so-so or it may be sensational. What the 
judge says to the jurors can be prosaic or it 
can be poetic. 

What Judge E. R. Smith had to say to the 
grand jury at the opening of the November 
term of the Cook Superior Court wasn’t po- 
etry, but it was to the point. 

“Too many juries have been influenced 
by other things than their conscience,” Judge 
Smith said, as quoted by The Sparks Eagle. 
‘Forget politics, kinship, friendship and color 
when sitting on the jury.” 

That is asking a lot of mortal men—to lay 
aside ties of blood and friendship, to rule out 
partisanship and prejudice and to act im- 
partially and fairly on the evidence that 
comes before them. 

But that’s what the grand jury oath re- 
quires. It is the objective toward which all 
juries should aspire. And the nearer to at- 
tainment, the more equitable the judgment. 

Other judges may want to incorporate the 
Cook County jurist’s timely admonition when 
they send their grand juries into deliberative 
session.

AEs “I read with moderate interest your lengthy 
hs, discourse in Sunday’s paper on the problems 
facing the father whose young have grown up

“You painted a fairly 


touchy picture of poor old Pop sitting there in a big and lonely 
house with no patter of little feet to cheer him, no sound of 
childish voices raised in querulous recriminations to add zest and 


spice to his evenings. 

“My heart bleeds for you, 
even though I know you were, 
in effect, just talking to hear 
yourself talk, having enough 
young to last you a long time. 
But: while we're on the subject, 
what about Mama? _ She's the 
one whose days suddenly be- 
come strangely bleak and dreary 
and incomplete when the kids 
have gone. Her loss is far 
greater than yours. 

“Consider. For maybe .- 15 
years She has been rising in the 
cold gray dawn to rouse them 
sleepy-eyed from their beds, 
see to it that they get their faces 
washed, their 
their hair combed, their shoes 
on the right feet. She gets 
them up, bosses their dressing, 
feeds them, and then hauls them 
to school. When she comes 
back there’s the marketing to 
do. When that’s done, there’s 
the house to straighten up. Did 
you ever see how a small boy 
leaves his room in the morning? 
Did vou ever try to make up a 
bed a small boy has slept in?

“But ask any mama how 
happy she is when this glorious 
day of peace and ease finally 
comes.

Austria Fears Grab in Soviet Oil Protter 


VIENNA, Nov. 13—Russia, 
which took over more than 70 per 


cent of Austria’s developed oil re-| 
sources as “German external as-| 


sets” and has been shipping most 
of the product abroad, has sud- 
denly offered to guarantee Aus- 
tria all the oil products she needs 
instead of only about half as be- 
fore. : 


This offer has presented Austria 


with an embarrassing choice. Ac-' 


ceptance would free her perma- 
nently from the need of importing 
gasoline and thus save her, it has 
been estimated, some $1,200,000 
yearly.

In the summer of 1949 my ine 


_ guinal hernia had gone to the 
_ point where repair had to be 
| made .. 


. I decided to have the 
repair done by the injection 


I did not miss one.day, or 


| even one period of my teaching. 


I do not mean to say that I had 
absolutely no discomfort or in- 
convenience. I had both. But 
I was never incapacitated: and 


_I was able to keep all my en- 


gagements and commitments. 
In 1922 I had a repair of in- 


_ guinal hernia on the other side, 


by surgery. Both jobs have been 
complete; never a recurrence. 


| But I have vivid recollections of 


the acute pain I suffered for 
years following the first job, 
from adhesions. It was not only 
acute pain. It was acute fright, 
lest I had somehow strained the 
wound open. 

I have no hesitance in recom- 


| mending the injection method, 


provided it is done by a com- 
petent man. Part of the test of 
his competence lies in his know- 
ing when the method is suitable. 

My repair is only two years 
old. It has had three severe 
tests. The first was when I was 


| still under observation although 
| truss regulations were relaxed, 


so I was at the moment without 


|@ truss and had to make a run- 
| ning high jump. 


I was scared 
by the stab of pain—but no 
damage. Two months later I 
was struck by a car and hurled 
a few feet through the air. Suf- 
fered a painful and lasting in- 
jury to my shoulder, but the 
hernia repair held. * This past 
summer on a European trip I 
frequently carried very heavy 
pieces of baggage.

Now I (Brady) expect many 
if not most physicians who read 
this item will scoff at it and 
some will think or say that I 
probably cooked it up. I haven't 
the correspondent’s consent to 
reveal his name, but I’ll under- 
take to obtain it if any reputable 
physician questions the report. 

Notice that the correspondent 
recommends injection treatment 
(otherwise called ambulant or 
ambulatory treatment, meaning 
that the patient continues at his 
regular work or ordinary activi- 
ties while under treatment) pro- 
vided it is done by a competent 
man. Also he observes that part 
of the doctor’s competence is his 
knowing when the method is 
suitable. In a considerable num-

On Grocers’ Conclave 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


NEW YORK, Nov. 13—Taxes now cost more than food! 

In 1950, for the first time in peacetime history, the nation’s 
tax bill outstripped its food bill. Total taxes were $57,500,000,000 

‘ against a food bill of $52,500,000,000. The outlook for 1951 is even 
more extreme. Taxes will total around $75,000,000,000 against an 
estimated food bill of $55,000,000,000._ —. 
| Said Paul Willis in opening the 43d annual meeting of the 
Grocery Manufacturers of America, Inc.: 

“The vicious thing about this -tax picture is that the bulk of 
taxes are so hidden that the man in the ‘street doesn’t realize he 
pays them. The average individual pays only about one-third of his 
taxes directly to the various governments (in 1950 personal taxes 
averaged only $132 per person out of his total tax bill of $376.9). 
The remainder is hidden in the price of things he buys—taxes 
which are levied on business, but which ultimately must come out 
of the: price the consumer pays,” continued Mr. Willis, president 
of the manufacturers. 

Even before the 1951 tax increase, reliable studies showed that 
a family with an income of $3,500 was paying one-fourth of it for 
taxes, direct and hidden. On groceries alone $1 out of every $6 
goes for hidden taxes. That’s the equivalent of $55 a vear for each 
person. The hidden tax bill on groceries in 1950 was $8,500,000,000. 

In discussing our way of doing business, Mr. Willis pointed 
out that profit is the very lifeblood of our society. 

The American economic system is not a profit system. It is 
a profit and loss system based entirely on risk. The chance to make 
a profit is the incentive. 

It gets business organized. It gets products produced and dis- 
tributed. It employs labor. It pays wages, and it is profit that pays 
the cost of government and sound national defense. 

The grocery industry certainly has no such apology to make 
for its profits, Mr. Willis said. 

For among all manufacturing industries, grocery manufacturers 
operate on one of the lowest per unit rates of profit on record. 
This rate has declined... almost without interruption ... for many 
years. 

Youth played a part in this association’s program when 58 4-H

While abroad, they attend youth meetings, study farm life and 
enter into the life of the country and community. 

Fach 4-H delegate, upon acceptance of the “Grass Roots Am- 
bassadorship” from the United States State Department, which 
qualifies each as an official delegate, agrees to devote the year im- 
mediately following his or her return to publicizing experiences 
abroad. Delegates give talks at meetings, are interviewed on radio 
and TV programs, and write for papers within the state from which 
he or she was a delegate. Past experiences show that the total live 
audience addressed each year totals more than 2,000,000 people. 

It was a great thrill to meet and talk with these bright, “adult- 
thinking” young men and women. 

They have rich and colorful experiences to relate. They com- 
pared the foods of foreign countries with ours. Interestingly enough, 
all said they were well fed. Many learned to eat foods they had 
never heard about before. They have a new concept of the pro- 
duction of food—the operation of the unique line of essential 
processes which enables us in this country to produce and dis- 
tribute the greatest variety and the largest amounts of quality 
food ever produced anywhere in the world.

DEAR G. C.: In 1936 the Public Affairs Committee, Inc., was 
organized as a nonprofit educational service, to place accurate facts 
on current questions before the American people. One activity of 
the committee is the publication of ‘Public Affairs Pamphlets,”— 
designed to make available, inexpensively, the results of research 
on social problems. 

In May, 1950, the committee issued pamphlet No, 161 titled 
“So You Think It's Love,” which examines many of the questions 
young people are asking, on the subjects of dating, necking, petting 
and going steady. The discussion is authored by Ralph G. Eckert, 
consultant in parent education for the bureau of adult education, 
of the California Department of Education. 

Says Educator Eckert: “In wholesome courtship where two 
people really enjoy each other, after about a year they grow into 
love. As they become more intimate, they naturally desire to ex- 
press their affection more. Unless they exercise a certain amount of 
control this tends to become increasingly a sexual stimulant. 

“Many young people, who would not think of being promiscuous, 
may wonder about the effects of a premarital affair with the 
person to whom they are engaged. Dr. Noel Keys, a few years ago, 
made a survey of all the studies relating to happy marriage. Nine 
out of 10 studies indicate that the chances of happy marriage seem 
better if there were no sex relations before marriage. This is true 
for both the man and the woman. . 

“There are several reasons why emotional restraint during en- 
gagement is wise. One of the factors urging the man into marriage 
is his sex drive. To the degree that he satisfies it out of marriage | 
his urge is lessened. Just the opposite happens to the girl, apparent- |
